NOEL COWARD IN COCKNEY 
I donned a dinner jacket Saturday 
night, considering this the only prop­ 
er way to watch a Noel Coward vehi­ 
cle, and then found myself watching 
the elegant Mr. Coward playing a 
middle class family man who was 
speaking something that was almost 
but not quite cockney. A nasty jar. 
"This Happy B reed", which Mr. 
Coward wrote and acted in in Eng-! 
land in 1939, is a sort of lower casip 
* ‘Cavalcade” about an ordinary Eng­ 
lishman in an ordinary English home 
in an ordinary English suburb.” It 
opens with the Gibbons family mov­ 
ing into 
"the 
ordinary English 
house 
in 1919 after Frank Gib­ 
bons (Mr. Coward) is "demobbed" 
from World War I. It ends twenty 
years later with England on the 
brink of another great war. 


* * * 


In between—die old Edna Ferber 
ingredients—there have been births 
and m arriages and death in the fam­ 
ily. The story line hovers fairly 
close to tears throughout, some 
times happy tears, sometimes un­ 
happy ones. Mr. Coward has stated 
that his play could take place any­ 
where—South Orange, N.J., for in­ 
stance—but I rather doubt this. 
The stiff upper lip is a peculiarly 
British institution. Not that they 
have any less courage in South O r­ 
ange than in South London—but the 
words and the attitudes are quite 
different. 
> 
Coward, for example, plays a mid­ 
dle class Englishman who is thor­ 
oughly content with his class and 
rather opposed to change of any sort. 
‘You know,” he says at one point, 
‘we’re not used to doing things 
quickly in this country. We’re a na­ 
tion 
of 
gardeners--maybe slow, 
maybe a bit dull. But it suits us fine. ’ ’ 
This is more or less the text of 
the sermon, and I doubt that you’d 
hear it said like that in South O r­ 
ange. When his son develops dis­ 
turbingly I e f t - w i n g sympathies, 
Coward says soothingly: "You anc 
me don’t seem to see things the same 
w ay ...After the war, trns country 
suddenly got tired. It’s up to us o r­ 
dinary people to keep things steady. * ’ 
‘Thanks, Dad,” says the boy. I don’t 
think that duologue would take place 
quite like that in South Orange either. 
He is considerably less tolerant 
with a daughter who is dissatisfied 
with her lot. 
"You’re trying to be 
something you’re not," he snaps at 
her. Says the daughter: "You don’t 
believe in b e t t e r i n g yourseii, do 
you?" And, of course, he doesn’t. 
The revolt against class is even 
more serious than revolt against 
government. And when the girl runs 
off with a m arried man, her mother 
(Edna Best) 
says quietly: "What 
she’s done, she’s done, and I’ll nev­ 
er forgive her for it.” British mid­ 
dle class respectability is a formid­ 
able thing. 
But of course, she does forgive 
when the girl gives up her erring 
ways and m arries the sailor who 
has loved her all along. A very ef­ 
fective scene it is, too, played way, 
way, way down. Understatement is 
something Coward does extremely 
well. 
T h e best scene in the play 
came when the Gibbons learn of the 
Qcdtii rn an automobile accident of 
their son. The couple are offstage 
in the garden when their daughter 
goes to tell them. The stage is emp­ 
ty, the radio blaring dance music. 
Then the couple come in, tearless 
and speechless, and simply sit down, 
hand in hand on the sofa. That’s all. 


* * * 


All the performances by a p re­ 
dominately British cast were ex­ 
cellent. Coward was astonishingly 
good in a sort of role I never thought 
I’d see him in. He and Miss Best 
first played together a generation 
ago in "The Constant Nymph” in 
1924, and they are truly a marvelous 
team. As the wayward daughter, P at­ 
ricia Cutts, who is normally seen 
here on the quiz show "Down You 
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Co , revealed she should be doing 
more acting and less guessing. 
At the end the Gibbons are depart­ 
ing the house which, with the children 
gone, is now much too large. There is 
a pram there, indicative of the con­ 
tinuity of the English middle class. 
And off cam era Coward is quoting 
from "Richard II” : 
"This happy 
breed of men, this little world.... 
This blessed plot, this earth, this 
realm, this England’’—sentiments 
you hardly ever hear in South O r­ 
ange.

PYMATUNING EXCEPTIONS 
The Pennsylvania Fish Commis­ 
sion has made several exceptions to 
the fish laws this year to assist those 
areas which border on other states. 
Such a location is Pymatuning Lake. 
The season for muskellunge, black 
bass, and wall-eye will open May 21 
on Pymatuning, instead of July I. 
The November 30 closing date re­ 
mains the same. The minimum legal 
length (rf lunge is 30 inches and the 
daily creel limit is two. 
For black bass the minimum 
length will be nine inches instead of 
ten, but the daily creel limit of six 
stays the same. The legal length on 
wall-eye drops to twelve inches. 
An angler at Pymatuning is allow­ 
ed only two rods and lines or two 
lines in use or possession. And 
you can fish from either bank with 
either a Pennsylvania or Ohio li­ 
cense.

PLANT NOW FOR WILDLIFE 
(The Game Commission has some 
advice to offer those who want to 
help feed or shelter our wildlife 
through planting, on their farms, 
camps or summer home property.) 


At this time of year Game Com­ 
mission 
representatives 
receive 
many inquiries from sportsmen and 
hunting camp groups asking what 
they should plant on their land as 
food and cover for wildlife. The 
situation varies in different sections 
of Pennsylvania, but the following 
suggestions are offered because of 
their general application.

Evergreens

hillsides, 
prevent erosion and provide pro­ 
tection for birds and animals. How­ 
ever, pure plantings of these trees 
do not offer all the requirements 
for wild game. It would be well to 
plant food-producing 
shrubs 
and 
trees alongside the conifers. 
Fencerows planted to multiflora 
rose or other food and cover plants 
are a boon to rabbits, quail and 
pheasants. They also provide small 
wildlife with safe travel lanes across 
open areas. Border cuttings along 
field edges or camp or logging roads 
allow natural, low growths to flour­ 
ish where formerly they could not 
grow because of dense shade. Such 
clearings also offer open places in 
which food-bearing shrubs and vines 
will thrive when planted. 
Organizations 
and 
individuals 
planning to plant food plots should 
establish them beside heavy escape 
cover. It would be well to consider 
the clovers — alsike, ladino, white 
dutch — or a combination of them. 
Clover is an excellent game food, 
one having several desirable fea­ 
tures. It is a perennial and is not 
entirely consumed in one season 
as are com and other grains. Sweet 
soil is necessary for successful 
clover growing; acid soil must be 
neutralized. 
Clover can be grown during dry 
periods, and the more it is used 
by game during the growing period 
the more food it will produce. When 
corn, for example, is clipped ofi 
by animals while the plant is im­ 
mature, it is lost. In such a case 
there is no food production as in­ 
tended for the emergency period 
in winter. 
Pure stands of clover may be 
seeded. Ladino clover provides ex­ 
cellent food for wildlife. If a mix­ 
ture is to be planted the local seeds­ 
man, county agriculture agent or 
Game Commission representative 
will gladly consult with sportsmen 
Aside 
from providing rabbits, 
deer and other animals with an 
abundance of food, the clovers also 
attract insect life, an important 
summer food for wild turkeys and 
grouse particularly.

The Game Law provides that 250 
or more residents in any county 
who held a hunting license last year, 
or who 
are 
farmers or sheep 
raisers, may petition for the right 
to hunt foxes throughout the year 
except for a 60-day period. In 1956 
this period is April I to May 30. 
Valid fox hunting petitions filed 
later by residents of other counties 
will be recognized, as were those 
named above, through legal notices 
in newspapers of the counties af­ 
fected.

OTHERS BUILD SCHOOLS 
If you think the Warren area 
school problem is unique, there 
are taxpayers in many Pennsylvania 
communities who could lend you 
some light, Pennsylvania, as is true 
throughout the nation, is faced with 
the problem of seating and teaching 
more students in better buildings. 
And on all sides you will find it 
being done. Let’s look at a few. 


The Moon twp. nigh school will 
serve 900 students. Its cost is a 
little less than two million, and it 
has an auditorium that will seat 
950. 
It is prepared for a bit of 
expansion. 


It also has a sewage disposal 
plant, radiant floor heat in much 
of the building including the gym­ 
nasium and auditorium, complete 
radio and public address system, a 
library seating 88. 


Meadville is spending $2,500,000 
to take care of HOO. Somerset is 
spending less than $900,000 for 
about 900 pupils. Abington twp. is 
sparing nothing. It will spend about 
four million and will have a swim­ 
ming pool, large auditorium, 2,000 
seats in its gym, and about every 
modem convenience you can name. 


Chambersburg is spending about 
three million for building and equip­ 
ment. It has a large auditorium, 
including a balcony and a movie 
screen. The gym seats 2,400. There 
is an elevator for crippled pupils, 
television outlets in all class rooms, 
tennis courts, parking lot for 400 
cars, lighted athletic field, modern 
chemistry and physics laboratories, 
plus nearly every advantage you 
could ask for educational help. 


Mt. Lebanon is adding to its 
present building and the new facili­ 
ties include a 1600 auditorium, a 
swimming pool, and sim ilar modern 
touches. 


Parkland has 1400 pupils, a gym 
with' 1500 seats, a swimming pool, 
and a plot of 88 acres. The cost is 
about $2,600,000 for building and 
equipment. 


Brandywine Heights is spending 
close to two million and will have a 
school that will serve as the focal 
point for activities, both recrea­ 
tional and instructive, for the adults 
as well as the young people. It has 
made a study of the form er pupils 
and has learned how many were 
absorbed by the community and by 
nearby agriculture. It has been de­ 
signed to do a better job along this 
line. 


Hempfiled high school has cut 
many costly corners and has a school 
for less than $1,500,000, with an 
auditorium that will handle its 1,000 
students. Its site is 27 acres, and 
it will spend another $93,000 to 
make an athletic field, walks, drives, 
and landscaping.

These are a few, selected at ran­ 
dom and revealing the range of 
prices and facilities. The square 
foot cost seems to run around $14 
to $17. Some have found econom­ 
ical ways of building and have failec 
to spend a dollar with a thought to 
the future. Others have allowed for 
expansion. And a few have econ­ 
omically built their schools to meet 
anticipated expansion without fur­ 
ther construction. Their cost has 
been highest but will be the cheapest 
in the long run. 


It aiso is evident that some have 
not hesitated to fight off the ex­ 
tensive one-story rambling that is 
pushed by many architects and have 
gone 
two 
stories, 
with greater 
capacity resulting at less cost. The 
buildings still are extensive, thus 
avoiding much confliction. An ex­ 
ample of this is an effort to place 
auditoriums and gymnasiums so that 
they can be used concurrently and 
at the same time as instructional 
rooms are occupied without dis 


turbance. 
The high priced ones are apt to 
include enclosed swimming pools 
and every known accessory, such as 
panel outlets for fractional and mul­ 
tiple voltages of alternating and 
direct voltages in lab work. Also 
greenhouses for agricultural ex­ 
perimentation, individual electric 
outlets 
for electric typewriters, 
photographic rooms, elevators,tro­ 
phy rooms, slanted roofs on lockers 
for 
sanitary 
reasons, large li­ 
braries, dual heating systems, some 
of which is radiant, and about every 
shop item needed to train personnel 
for the plants of their communities. 


Perhaps we can’t afford all of 
this, but we have little doubt that 
we can not afford to provide most 
of it. Taxes will handle the bulk 
of the job and the state will pay a 
big share of that. We propose that 
additional seats be added to the 
auditorium through a public drive 
for addition^ funds, and that the 


building be constructed in such a 
way that if a swimming pool is 
financed through the efforts of a 
civic group in the future, it can 
be made a part of the high school 
so that it can be a combination 
outdoor and indoor pool, thus serv­ 
ing us many more days in a prac­ 
tical manner. 
And we suggest that this should 
be done on an area of at least forty 
acres to prevent parking problems 
and to allow for expansion along 
many lines if the community so 
desires at a future time. Possibly 
the athletic field eventually will 
prove more practical if it is placed 
on this area. 


* * * 
We know one thing for sure. The 
people of the area want action. The> 
are very tired of talk and are 
very much opposed to using the 
old building, lf members of the 
school board doubt that, we wish 
they would find a way of putting 
it to a vote. 
In fact one of the most common 


questions we are asked is, "What 
can we do to help get something 
done about this high school situa­ 


tion?” Perhaps a medium of action 
for these interested citizens will 
be provided soon.

There has been so much said a- 
bout the lack of doctors and the fail­ 
ure of members of that profession to 
help relieve the situation. Perhaps 
you would like to hear their side of 
the story as expressed by Dr. Allen 
W. Cowley, of Harrisburg, chairman 
of the committee on public relations 
of the Medical Society of the State of 
Pennsylvania. 
The Medical Society of the State 
of Pennsylvania is taking an active 
part in Medical Education Week, Ap­ 
ril 22 to 28, a national observance 
of medical education, its signifi­ 
cance and its problems, and its aim 
to foster public interest in the pri­ 
vate support of medical education. 


"There have been myths about 
medical education which we hope 
to dispel through this educational 
campaign," declares Dr. Allen W. 
Cowley. 
"Many people hold on to 
the 
mistaken idea that medical 
schools arbitrarily attempt to keep 
their enrollments small, that they 
refuse admission to a vast number 
of applicants, that only ‘A’ students 
are admitted, 
and that 
medical 
school graduates are not keeping 
pace with the population growth. 
' 'Actually, the six medical schools 
in Pennsylvania and the 75 other ac­ 
credited medical schools of 
the 
country last year graduated more 
physicians, enrolled more students, 
and conducted more extensive re ­ 
search than at any other time in 
their history," explains Dr. Cow­ 
ley. 
"All this is reflected in the 
health of the people, which, in the 
United States, is the best in the 
world." 
Dr. Cowley points to conditions 
in medical education fiftvvears aero. 
when there were but a handful of rep­ 
utable medical schools in this coun­ 
try while at the same time there were 
some 200' ‘diploma mills' ’ operating 
where a young man, without any ade­ 
quate education, could walk in the 
for the inclusion of medical schools 
in universities, teaching hospitals, 
"The medical profession, under 
the leadership of the American Med­ 
ical Association’s Council on Med­ 
ical Education and Hospitals, began 
a vigorous housecleaning on these 
fly-by-night schools," Dr. Cowley 
says. 
"Today the standards of the 
medical schools are high and cal 
for the inclusion of medical schools 
in universities, teaching hospitals, 
bedside instructions, and a pre-req­ 
uisite of liberal arts and basic sci­ 
ences for students. 
As a result, 
there is not one school of medicine 
in the United States now operating 
as a commercial concern for prof­ 
it." 
As of today, there is one doctor 
for every 730 persons in this coun­ 
try, a proportion exceeded only by 
Israel, which has an abnormal num­ 
ber of refugee physicians Dr. Cow­ 
ley says. The number of physicians 
graduated from approved medic a 
schools in the United States has in­ 
creased 120 per cent since 1910 in 
comparison with increase in the gen­ 
eral population of only 80 per cent 
The 6,977 graduates from medica 
schools last year was the highest 
number on record, according to Dr 
Cowley. 
"Today we not only have more 
doctors but far better care than a 
generation or two ago," continued 
Dr. Cowley. 
"Now the doctor can 
treat a great many more patients 
thanks to modern transportation 
highways, and communication; and 
he can treat them more efficiently 
and in less time thanks to the strides 
in medical progress. 
From the 
laboratories of our medical schools 
come the discoveries that have 
helped make us the most disease- 
free people in the world." 
The myth that only "A" students 
can hope to get into medical schools 
is scouted by Dr. Cowley who pre­ 
sents figures to show that only 17 
per cent of the entering freshman 
class last year had pre-medical av­ 
erages of "A ", while 69 per cent 
were "B " students and the remain­ 
ing 14 per cent were "C " students. 
"Each year we are graduating an 
increasingly large number of physi­ 
cians from our medical schools with

the aid of enlarged facilities and at 
this time four new schools are under 
development and three of the two- 
year basic science schools are ex­ 
panding into full-fledged medical 
schools," concludes Dr. Cowley. 
"This means that by 1960, seven 
new schools will be graduating phy­ 
sicians, increasing the number of 
doctors to approximately 7,500 a 
year - which give promise of con­ 
stantly improved medical care and

WASHINGTON. 
— The rousing 
Southern welcome for Senator Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson on his return to 
Washington is the opening gun of a 
determined campaign by the Demo­ 
cratic center to call the signals 
on the party nominee and platform 
at Chicago. 
The 
majority leader is well­ 
placed to do the kind of political 
operating at which he excels. His 
smashing triumph over Governor 
Allan Shivers in the Texas primary 
ha^ given his moderate forces the 
indispensable gloss of success. The 
party nationally must be grateful to 
him for removing the very real 


threat of a Shivers-led third party 
bolt from the convention. 
It now becomes more than ever 
necessary for Adlai Stevenson to 
win the California prim ary from 
Senator 
E stes 
Kefauver 
if 
the 
Stevenson bid is to succeed. The 
former Illinois Governor has been 
accepted by the South as the best of 
present contenders, but the forces 
for which Johnson speaks are not 
enthusiastically pro-Stevenson. 
lf and when Stevenson falls back, 
the Johnson faction will move up. 
The candidate it is holding in reserve 
as of now is Senator Stuart Syming­ 
ton of M issouri. 
This is not admitted and there is 
much talk of Johnson himself. The 
majority leader has been firm both 
in public and private in his insistence 
that his heart attack disqualifies 
him.

But if Stevenson doesn’t make it 
almost at once, the coalition will 
oppose Governor Averell H arri­ 
man of New York, to whom the 
Stevenson forces are expected to 
turn. It will oppose Senator Kefauv­ 
er to the bitter end, no matter 
how well Kefauver has done with 
the public. 
At this point, former President 
Truman would be the major counter­ 
force to the Johnson coalition. Tru-* 
man would have to decide whether 
to fight to a finish for his friend, 
Governor Harriman, or join in the 
selection of a darkhorse. 
And here the amazing paradox 
appears. The same Southerners who 
found Truman as President totally 
unacceptable are saying that the 
convention may in the end have to 
draft him as its best campaigner. 
They think they can bank on his 
party loyalty -- a Truman trait 
they so often decried when it was 
used in ways they didn’t like — to 
accept, although he has just passed 
his 72nd birthday. 
Against 
President Eisenhower, 
who is 65 and a recent heart attack 
victim, they insist Truman’s age 
won’t matter. 
The Florida primary is being 
downgraded here. 
The situation 
there is so fluid that politicians say 
the primary returns will be of much 
less importance than was at first 
thought.

"The Ukrainian Evangelical Al­ 
liance of North America in a letter 
to Dr. Eugene Carson Blake, P resi­ 
dent of the National Council of 
Churches, and Chairman of a forth­ 
coming 
delegation 
of Protestant 
churchmen to the Soviet Union, has 
requested the delegation to find out 
what has happened to Ukrainian 
Evangelical m inisters and leaders 
of the Ukrainian Autocephalic O r­ 
thodox Church and the Greek-Catho­ 
lic Church in Ukraine, many of 
whom have disappeared since com­ 
munism came to power. The letter 
specifically names such Metropoli­ 
tans of Kiev as Vasyl Lypkivsky and 
Mykola Bo reeky, and such Protes­ 
tant m inisters in Ukraine asTheod- 
osy Semeniuk, Theodore Jarchuk, 
Vasyl Volosianka and Sergius Os­ 
tapovich who have vanished without 
trace. 
"The letter urges the American 
delegation to challenge the present 
leadership of the Russian Orthodox 
church to see that the rights of 
these liquidated churches are re­ 
stored and their clergy, if still 
alive, to renew their work. 
"The Alliance questions the gen­ 
uineness of the present "freedom 
of religion" theme in the Soviet 
Union unless these steps are taken. 
"The letter further asks the Na­ 
tional Council of Churches dele­ 
gation to press for a lifting of the 
Iron Curtain in religious m atters 
so that churches in UkVaine and in 
other parts of the Soviet Union can 
be freely contacted by churches in 
other parts of the world and can 
establish their theological schools, 
publish Bibles, hymnbooks and re­ 
ligious literature without restraint. 
"The letter affirms the belief 
that the National Council of Churches

delegation is already alert to many 
of the problems which compromise 
religious freedom in the USSR but 
expresses the hope that these spe­ 
cific requests from the Alliance may 
be favorably considered. The letter 
closes with an expression of hope 
that the delegation may be 'richly 
blessed and guided by the Spirit of 
God in their important and re­ 
sponsible task. * "

The letter and the article fairly 
well prove our original point. On 
the face of it, the Christian religion 
is taking a licking. But obviously 
there is a strong undercurrent, and 
there are those who are standing by 
their beliefs despite persecution. 
The church has been underground 
before, and has come through. Com­ 
munism does not have the moral 
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finish

The church will 
win. Of course we must help, and we 
should publicize every bit of per­ 
secution which we can prove. 


lf there is any place in the world 
where a missionary job is needed, 
it is in Russia. It is our strongest 
weapon, and with courageous help 
it will win for Russian people the 
freedom they have been promised 
but have not received.
